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City Council Remains Stalemated 
Over Selection of a Fifth Member 


Research Center to Undergo 
Another "Evaluation” by GSA

Another attempt to chip away at the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center (BARC) is emerging at the same 
time that two parcels totaling 260 acres — already declared 
surplus — are going through the disposal process. The 
latest move involves the evaluation of the 7,000-acre center 
by a special General Services Administration survey team, 
to determine k" the land is being properly utilized and if it 
should be sold to other federal governmental agencies or to 
state or local governments or be auctioned off to private 
developers. 


This follows an earlier review, 
in 1978-79, which was conducted 
by the General Services Admin¬ 
istration. GSA proposed at that 
time that 3,390 acres of the 8,220- 
acre Beltsville facility should be 
declared surplus. But on October 
3 of that year, GSA accepted the 
Department of Agriculture’s 
compromise, reducing to 1,050 
the acres to be declared surplus. 

Of these, 350 acres were turn¬ 
ed over to the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center, and 500 to 600 
acres to the Goddard Space 
Flight Center. Neither facility 
made any change in the basic un¬ 
developed character of the land. 
A small amount was later given 
up for use by the Secret Service. 

City’s Response 

Concerned about the latest 
action, the Greenbelt City 
Council on Monday, January 
24, directed the mayor to 
write a letter to federal, state 
and county officials expressing 
council’s displeasure. His letter, 
directed to Senators Charles 
McC. Mathias and Paul S. Sar¬ 
banes and to Congressman 
Steny Hoyer, who in past years 
have all consistently opposed 
federal efforts to dispose of 
BARC acreage, noted the con¬ 
clusion which had been reached in 
prior similar studies — “that it 
would be far more costly to re¬ 
locate the research center opera¬ 
tions to another facility location 
than the government would re¬ 
ceive from the sale of the land. 
Beyond the fact that previous re¬ 
views have all determined that 
this is a cost ineffective propos¬ 
al,” the letter continues, “it has 
been noted that numerous re¬ 
search experiments conducted 
over extended periods of time 
would be wiped out by any relo¬ 
cation of the facility.” Copies of 
the letter will be sent to 
county and state officials. 

Current Reduction 


on the market, include a 13-acre 
tract adjacent to the research li¬ 
brary at BARC and a 247-acre 
parcel bordered by Odell and 
Springfield Roads, south of Lau¬ 
rel along the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. 

According to GSA officials, 
there has been no interest to 
date in the land by federal, state 
or local bodies, A deadline, Feb¬ 
ruary 3, has been set for receiv¬ 
ing proposals for use of the land, 
but the date is not cast in con¬ 
crete. The Reagan administration 
has said that generally all inter¬ 
ested non-federal and federal 
agencies will have to bid for the 
available land at a fair market 
value. 

This policy is a departure from 
past procedures, which allowed 
other government agencies to ac¬ 
quire federal lands less expen¬ 
sively. However, if GSA, the 
selling agent, recommends that 
the property, or a portion of it, 
should be transferred at less than 
the fair market value for public 
benefit, then the Property Re¬ 
view Board would become in¬ 
volved in the review. 

Environmental Impact 

A new complication was added 
this month in a letter from Tyler 
Bastian, State Archaeologist, with 
the Maryland Geological Survey. 
Bastian notes that “historically 
significant and scientifically val¬ 
uable archaeological resources are 
known to be present at the Belts¬ 
ville Center.” He stressed the im¬ 
portance of developing a detailed 
Environmental Impact Statement, 
including archaeology, prior to 
deciding to transfer or sell any 
BARC land, including the 260 
acres already designated for sale. 

History 

Over the last 40 years BARC 
acreage has been reduced from 
the approximately 14,000-acre 
original tract.

Another hour of listening 
to candidates and their sup¬ 
porters on Monday, January 
24, did not effect a change in 
council’s stalemate over fill¬ 
ing its vacant seat. 

Council’s first and last act 
on the issue was the taking 
of secret ballots. The results 
were read, dispassionately, 
by city manager James K. 
Giese: “Mrs. Bram. (Pause.) 
Mr. Zugby. (Pause.) Mrs. 
Mrs. Bram. (Longer Pause.) 
Mr. Zugby.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld revealed 
his choice after the secret ballot 
by announcing, “I think people 
should know where the council- 
men stand and why.” He then 
listed the qualifications of his 
candidate, Boxwood resident Toni 
Bram: , . formal background 

in urban studies; graduate work 
in urban history and criminolo¬ 
gy; professional experience in 
teaching; resident over 20 years; 
knows pulse of the city; active 
in community affairs; concerned 
with young people; served on the 
most active city boards — APB 
and PRAB.” Her special qualities 
he listed as “independent” and 
“creative thinker.” Appointing a 
woman to the council would offer 
a bonus, Weidenfeld said. “It is 
ironic in Prince Georges County, 
where Greenbelt is one of the 
most progressive towns,” Green- 
belt is almost the only munici¬ 
pality without a woman serving 
on council.” 

Indicating that this is the 
“toughest and roughest” decision 
he has had to make while on 
council, Edward V. J, Putens said, 
“It is good to be out in the 
open.” He too supported Bram. 

■Councilman Thomas X. White 
countered with equally strong 
support for Greenbriar resident 
Bob Zugby, “based,” he said, “on 
his excellent qualifications, lead¬ 
ership, and effectiveness in, rep¬ 
resenting a major segment of 
the community (he is the presi¬ 
dent of the combined boards of 
directors for Greenbriar condo¬ 


miniums) . . . Zugby im¬ 
pressed me (during the Green¬ 
briar sewage crisis several years 
ago) with his ability to face is¬ 
sues, deal with people very even¬ 
ly, and predictably arrive at an 
optimum solution.” Weidenfeld’s 
move to make his own vote pub¬ 
lic had surprised White. “If I’d 
known you were going to do 
that we could have dispensed 
with the secret ballot.” 

White called council to task: 
“It is extremely important to fill 
the seat. Issues and budget items 
will need the decision of (at 
least) three members of council.” 

Councilman Richard Pilskf be¬ 
gan by chiding his fellow council 
members: “Too bad no one lis¬ 
tened at the first meeting of this 
council when I proposed that any 
vacancy on council be filled by a 
special election.” Turning then 
to the vote, he said “I now sup¬ 
port Bob Zugby.’ ’ He called at¬ 
tention to Zugby’s “active ser¬ 
vice to the city, fulfillment of 
representation of Greenbriar, 
ability to relate to people, easy 
going, knowledgeable ... In 
answer to my question at the 
public hearing on January 4, 
‘What was the most important 
aspect of being a member of 
council?”’ Pilski related, “Zug¬ 
by’s answer was *to be sensi¬ 
tive.’ ” That’s very important, 
Pilski continued, “sensitive to the 
needs and wants of the citizens 
— whether they ‘can have them 
or can’t have them.’ ” Pilski 
also gave higher points to those 
candidates who had run in the 
last election — “those who 
sought the office . . . and still 
want it.” 

The Candidates 

Five candidates, all except 
Francis White, who did not at¬ 
tend the meeting, appeared in the 
order in which they received the 
sign-up sheet passed around. 
Zugby spoke first. 

Zugby, too. had been surprised 
when council members announc¬ 
ed their votes. He had origin¬ 
ally expected to speak to that is¬ 
sue, he said, “to the necessity 
to reach a decision and reach it 


by open ballot.” In talking to 
the members of council through¬ 
out the process “about where 
I’ve stood ... I know that as a 
candidate, I am acceptable to 
every one of you,” Zugby re¬ 
minded the four. He called for 
council to make a decision. “It 
is important not to let all of this 
energy go to waste.” To “come 
up with nothing now,” he said, 
offers only embarrassment. 
Where would council then turn, 
he queried, “to those candidates 
previously considered and elim¬ 
inated ? To a new person not 
yet considered?” 

“Get to work,” he admonished 
council. “Choose Toni Bram or 
myself. Fill this position.” 

J Davis repeated qualifications 
she had just heard used by each 
of the councilmen in support of 
either Bram or Zugby. Put to¬ 
gether, “these qualifications are 
mine,” she said poignantly. “I 
have not withdrawn my name 
and I plan to run for election to 
council in September. I have 
started my campaign.” 

“If I am appointed to this 
vacancy,” pledged Toni Bram, “it 
is my firm intention to cooperate 
with all other couaieil members 
... I will represent citizens by 
independent . * . and mature 
judgments.” She reminded the 
four councilmen she would be 
available to represent council “at 
those daytime meetings that re¬ 
quire a strong Greenbelt advo¬ 
cate.” Her perspective, she said,

$17,500 Settlemat 
Far Greenbelt Group 

The City of Greenbelt has 
agreed in a pretrial settlement 
to pay $17,500 to a small group 
of Greenbriar Phase I homeown¬ 
ers claiming consequential dam¬ 
ages because the city took adja¬ 
cent Greenbriar land for a path¬ 
way to link the Parkway pedes¬ 
trian overpass with Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. Jury trial 
on the condominium owners’ 
claim was scheduled to begin on 
February 7. The $17,500 will be 
divided among individual home- 
owners who intervened in this 
suit. This payment for damages 
claimed by individuals is in addi¬ 
tion to $29,000 previously award¬ 
ed by court action and paid by 
the city to the Greenbriar Phase 
I Council-of-owners for the con¬ 
dominium “common land” taken 
by city condemnation action. 

City Solicitor Emmett Nanna 
told city council about the set¬ 
tlement during council’s regular 
meeting on January 24, and ask¬ 
ed council for its approval. The 
council members unanimously 
accepted the settlement amount. 
They also scheduled a special 
meeting on Tuesday, February 1, 
at 8 p.m., at which time they will 
appropriate the funds to pay the 
settlement.

The News Review received 11 letters last week relating 
to the council vacancy.

Selective Editorial Policy 

To the Editor: 

We, the undersigned, are ap¬ 
palled that the News Review’s 
editors have the audacity to deny 
us our right of freedom of 
speech. They refused to print 
our previous letters to the editor 
which were critical of the news¬ 
paper's coverage of the recent 
hearing for City Council candi¬ 
dates. We contended that the ex¬ 
tremely limited review of Joe Is¬ 
aacs’ extensive statement before 
the Council was an unfortunate 
disservice to Mr. Isaacs and all 
Greenbelters, who were denied 
the opportunity to hear the views 
of this very thoughtful and qual¬ 
ified candidate. To add insult to 
injury, the News Review even 
reported his name incorrectly as 
“Bob.” 

According to its explanation to 
the City Manager, our criticisms 
were not published because it is 
the newspaper’s policy not to 
publish letters of support. Yet 
Hugh Donovan’s and Ed and Jean 
Cook’s letters on behalf of Ron 
Ott were printed. Pearl Siegel’s 
letter in support of J Davis was 
printed. And Delores Capotosto’s 
endorsement of Toni Bram was 
printed.

Who Will Oversee Programming 
For Community Access TV Channels?

Knotty problems about how to set up a corporation to 
oversee local community access programming and what 
sort of a corporation to set up were discussed briefly by 
the city council in a work session on January 18. Without 
trying to resolve them that evening, council approved a 
recommendation by administrative aide Michael McLaugh¬ 
lin to name a special committee to look into the matter. 
Council also reviewed a recommendation by the Crime 
Prevention Committee. 


Under the provisions of Green- 
belt's Cable Television Ordi¬ 
nance and the franchise agree¬ 
ment with Storer Cable TV, the 
city may set up a corporation to 
oversee local community access 
programming. Further, the fran¬ 
chise agreement provides that 
the corporation will be funded 
with a $10,000 start-up grant 
and an annual grant of 1 percent 
of programming revenues. The 
corporation could be responsible 
for distributing these funds and 
working with Storer on local ac¬ 
cess programming. 

How this corporation would be 
formed and operated is not spell¬ 
ed out in the ordinance or fran¬ 
chise agreement. McLaughlin 
has recommended a non-profit 
corporation or cooperative. One 
question council considered was 
how much control it should have 
over the corporation. McLaugh¬ 
lin emphasized that if the Fed¬ 
eral Communications Commis¬ 
sion (FCC) felt the city had too 
much control, the city might 
jeopardize the 1 percent annual 
grant for the local access corpo¬ 
ration. (The FCC could view the 
1 percent as part of the city’s 
franchise fees, which are limit¬ 
ed), City liability from charges 
of censorship or questions- about 
program content and scheduling 
might also increase, it was 
pointed out, if the city exerted 
too much control over the corpo¬ 
ration. Council felt these two 
questions of fees and liability 
should be referred to the city 
solicitor. 

Generally, council members felt 
as mayor Gil Weidenfeld did, that 
“a separate corporation would 
keep council out of operational 
problems.” Council's relationship 
with Green Ridge House, the 
Cultural Arts Center or the La¬ 
bor Day Festival Committee were 
suggested as possible models for 
council's relationship to the cor¬ 
poration. 

Councilman Thomas White pre¬ 


ferred the Green Ridge House 
model because, “the city retains 
some control.” He suggested that 
council could appoint the board 
of directors. Councilman Richard 
Pilski also felt council should 
have appointive powers, espe¬ 
cially since the corporation 
w'ould control the local access 
channel. Councilman Ed Putens, 
however, felt control should be 
in the form of the review process. 

McLaughlin suggested and 
council supported the appoint¬ 
ment of an ad hoc committee to 
think about the issue and make 
recommendations. If a non-profit 
corporation is recommended, new 
bylaws would be needed. One 
question the bylaws would ad¬ 
dress would be membership. 
Would the corporation be com¬ 
posed only of cable TV subscrib¬ 
ers, all those in the service area 
or perhaps those who paid a 
membership fee? In the mean¬ 
time, “Let's see what the com¬ 
mittee comes up with,” suggest¬ 
ed Weidenfeld. 

Crime Prevention 

In another matter, council was 
reluctant to support a request 
from the Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee to support changes in 
Maryland Criminal Law. With¬ 
out debating the merits of the 
particular legislation, council 
agreed with Pilski, who didn't 
want “to get involved with leg¬ 
islation issues.” Weidenfeld elab¬ 
orated that there was “nothing 
particular dealing with munici¬ 
palities,” and the items were not 
in Greenbelt’s legislators’ areas 
of expertise. White suggested re¬ 
ferring the items to the Maryland 
Municipal League Public Safety 
Committee, although Weidenfeld 
doubted that the Public Safety 
Committee was involved in such 
matters. Council asked staff to 
write a memo to the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee about its re¬ 
quest, which Putens as liaison to 
the committee could personally 
deliver.

Consumers Offered Help 
In Paying Energy Bills 

There is help for people who 
cannot pay their electric bills. 
The Maryland Energy Assistance 
Program, the Fuel Funds and 
other energy assistance programs 
still have over $12.5 million to 
aid homeowners and renters with 
heating bills. 

People should first call PEP- 
CO at 833-7500 to talk to a rep¬ 
resentative who is professionally 
trained to help them obtain aid. 
They will be directed to an agen¬ 
cy that can make direct payments 
to the energy supplier in the 
consumer's behalf. 

The Customer Representative 
will work with the consumer to 
make special arrangements with 
those who do not qualify for en¬ 
ergy assistance. 

PEPCO will begin next week to 
install a service limiter for 10 
days on the meters of certain 
Maryland residential customers 
with delinquent accounts instead 
of immediate disconnection. 
PEPCO received the Maryland 
Public Service Commission's ap¬ 
proval for the pilot program on 
December 17, 1982. The device 
limits a customer’s electric usage 
to a below-normal level but it 
allows the individual ten more 
days to make arrangements to 
pay the overdue bill without the 
hardship of full service discon¬ 
nection. 

The device allows the custom¬ 
er enough electricity to operate 
a heating system motor, a re¬ 
frigerator and several lights. 
Power would be shut off auto¬ 
matically if more electricity was 
used. The customer could imme¬ 
diately reset the circuit breaker 
in the service limiter and restore 
power once usage is reduced. 

PEPCO plans to install the 
limiters from February through 
April 1, under this pilot pro¬ 
gram. For more information call

Elderly Renters 
Are Offered Aid 

Elderly and totally disabled 
renters are eligible for assistance 
from the City of Greenbelt. The 
program offers grants to Green¬ 
belt renters amounting to 3 per¬ 
cent of the rent paid during the 
preceding year for an apartment 
in the city. 

To be eligible, a renter must 
have attained the age of 65 or be 
totally and permanently disabled 
if under 65. Also, the combined 
gross income of the applicant 
and all other persons within the 
household shall not exceed $5,000 
for the preceding calendar year 
and the applicant must reside 
within the city at the time of 
making application, as well as 
having paid rent for an apart¬ 
ment in the city. 

Applications may be filed until 
February 15, 1983 for assistance 
for the grant year 1982. Appli¬ 
cations are available from the 
City Treasurer's Office, 25 Cres¬ 
cent Road. It is not necessary to 
apply in person. Residents wish¬ 
ing to call the Treasurer’s office 
may do so at 474-1552 and re¬ 
quest that an application be 
mailed to them. Those who have 
applied for this program in the 
past have already had applica¬ 
tions mailed to them. 

Residents are also reminded 
that Prince Georges County of¬ 
fers a similar program of assist¬ 
ance to elderly renters. You 
must, however, have been receiv¬ 
ing assistance, as no new appli¬ 
cations are being accepted.

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GHI Offers Rehab Bill Payment State Board Vacancies 

Relief to Low Income Members

Approval has just been given to GHI for a Rehab Loan 
Deferral Program (RDLP) that will alleviate some of the 
cost of Rehab, giving participants an extra $35 a month 
towards other living expenses. The program, which has 
been approved by Prince Georges County, will be open to 
an initial two hundred members who meet the specific 
guidelines set by GHI and the county. 

Since the advent of rehab, GHI gram. Also, applications may 


has been looking for a program 
that would help people, specifical¬ 
ly those in the lower and moder¬ 
ate income brackets, to meet the 
additional costs that have accom¬ 
panied rehab. GHI, aware that 
rehab costs could cause a finan¬ 
cial burden to some members, 
proposed this program to the 
county. 

The program operates as fol¬ 
lows: Up to $35 will be deferred 
from the monthly charges of 
those members who meet eligibil¬ 
ity requirements, giving those 
members an increased cash flow 
of up to $420 a year. The $35 
that has been deferred from the 
monthly charge, with an accrued 
39c interest, will not have to be 
paid back until the member has 
sold his home or at any earlier 
time convenient to the member. 

As the money is paid, back, it 
will be put into a revolving loan 
account so that other members 
can participate in the RLDP. 

The sum, $35, was arrived at 
in 1978 when the RLDP proposal 
was submitted to the county. The 
$35 rate was the projected aver¬ 
age increase for members mon¬ 
thly charges. Since that time, 
the monthly charges have been 
dropped. 

The RLDP guidelines are based 
on the principles of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Housing apd Urban 
Developfnent’s Section 8 program 
and since RLDP has been ap¬ 
proved, Prince Georges County 
has allocated $270,000 to GHI for 
the program. 

According to Dennis Lewis, 
Coordinator of Members Services 
at GHI, a mass mailing has al¬ 
ready gone out to the GHI mem¬ 
bership and a series of ads will

is that of a long-time resident 
whose participation on advisory 
boards and "interest in the uni¬ 
que vitality of Greenbelt,” can 
represent . * all geographic 

areas of the city.” As a middle- 
aged woman, she feels she can 
represent all ages as well as the 
more than 50 percent of the ci¬ 
ty's population — its women. 
“Greenbelt is very special to me.” 

Joe Isaacs, unable to be pre¬ 
sent at the January 4 hearing, 
presented himself to both coun¬ 
cil and audience and spoke brief¬ 
ly. He particularly wanted to 
“let my neighbors know I would 
do a good job for them,” He 
added: “All of us are qualified,” 
He, too, urged council to make 
a decision. “You need a fifth, 
an odd number.” 

“I could be a good compromise 
candidate,” suggested Ron Qtt, 
a self-declared “non-partisan. 
You four up there are only non¬ 
partisan once every two years.” 
Charles Mathias “and I are the 
only two liberal Republicans left 
in the State of Maryland.” Tong¬ 
ue in cheek, he said he hoped 
that his slight Republican ties 
had not affected council's votes. 
Then more seriously, he added, 
“I might be a sensible solution 
to a serious problem.” 

The Supporters 

The rest of the hour was taken 
up with a litany of public sup¬ 
port, almost exclusively for Rram. 
Some of the more than 20 speak¬ 
ers had come for the first time, 
but many had also presented 
their views at the January 4 pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

In support ofToni Bram — 

“Her husband's work took the 
family out of town, to Rome and 
Florida and Indiana. Toni has 
made a deliberate choice to come 
back to Greenbelt,” (Jim Smith). 

. a woman on council, it's 
about time,” (Joe Seheibel), “I 
have served on APB two years 
with Toni. From working with 
her, she will be an effective coun¬ 
cil member,” (Mike Shepherd). 
“Can’t foresee council going down 
the road with just four. Need 
to move ahead now” (Richard 
Bagster-Collins). “Toni is pas¬ 
sionate about issues, very in¬ 
tense,” (Elaine Nussbaum). “The 
difference is Toni Bram has lived 
here (20 years), grown here, ex¬ 
perienced Greenbelt and has tried 
to keep Greenbelt the way a 
large number of people want it. 
We are comfortable with Toni. 


Outstanding City Employee 

The City Council has authorized 
a program to recognize a City 
employee for outstanding service 
to Greenbelt each year. The se¬ 
lection shall be made by the City 
Council based upon the employ¬ 
ee's overall work record with the 
City, and, in particular, his or 
her record with the City during 
the past year. A particular event, 
such as a heroic feat, might be a 
factor considered, but the gen¬ 
eral work record of the employee 
is of prime importance in mak¬ 
ing the award. 

Any citizen or employee of the 
City may nominate one or more 
employees for this award. Nomi¬ 
nation blanks may be obtained 
from the City Offices or by sim¬ 
ply submitting in ^writing the 
nomination of an employee and 
the reasons why the nominee 
deserves recognition.

We know where she sits,” (Bob 
Grieg), “She has been in Green¬ 
belt during the day over the 
years, sees the daily problems,” 
(Betty Sonneveldt). “Her long 
tenure has to be recognized in 
terms of reward,” (Toni McCar¬ 
thy). “I got the Greenbelt fever 
from Toni,” (Cass Cooney). “She 
deserves it,” (Simone Bram, 
daughter). “The Bram family is 
prepared to make the sacrifices 
(needed for a council's family)” 
(Ralph Bram, husband). “Sensi¬ 
tivity, feeling for people, her pri¬ 
orities are first for Greenbelt,” 
(Margaret Smith), “I support 
Toni, if the decision is between 
the two,” (Joe Isaacs). 

In support of Bob Zugby — 

“Bob is a concerned individual, 
hard worker intelligent. Being 
a woman isn't everything. White 
and Pilski based their votes on 
issues, not friendship,” (Lois 
Todd). 

“In working with Bob, I’m im¬ 
pressed with his sense of dedicat¬ 
ion. He comes to the commun¬ 
ity relatively recently and im¬ 
mediately he feels his citizenship 
responsibilities. He has a rare 
quality — creative imagination 
to an extraordinary degree,” said 
Albert K. Herlng. Turning his 
focus to council, he said, “You 
are this issue at this point. We 
want a full council. I don't think 
you can accept checkmate.” 

. . It is my feeling that a 
member of council must be some¬ 
one who can work in harmony 
with the existing council in a 
composed, open-minded manner, 
always willing to listen and com¬ 
promise. My experience with 
Bob Zugby has led me to conclude 
that he is indeed this type of in¬ 
dividual. Bob's , . . calm, delib¬ 
erate personality and ability to 
work under pressure in a variety 
of situations are unique qualifi¬ 
cations,” (Richard Castaldi - 
from a letter read into the record 
by Pilski). 

John Churchill who supported 
Toni Bram, brought laughter and 
some giggles to an emotionally 
drained audience. “I'm not go¬ 
ing to say sex isn't important,” 
Rhetorically, he asked council, 
“Is this a waste of time?” He 
sensed that council after listen¬ 
ing to candidates and their sup¬ 
porters would not change its two- 
to-two vote. He offered “fool- 
mate” rather than checkmate as 
the appropriate word to describe 
council's condition. 


tically reduce the size of BARC 
resulted from (1) a 1970 order 
under which various parts of 
BARC were declared “excess” in 
recent years and (2) a GSA sur¬ 
vey performed in 1978. The sur¬ 
vey was conducted in an effort 
to end a disagreement between 
GSA and the Agriculture De¬ 
partment over how BARC’s land 
could best be put to use. GSA 
contended that optimal use of the 
land was not being made. The 
Agriculture Department counter¬ 
ed that many research projects, 
by their very nature, required 
less than optimum use. 

Historically federal land de¬ 
clared surplus is first put up for 
grabs by other federal agencies. 
If none wants it, next in line 
are state, county and municipal 
governments and finally individ¬ 
uals, in that order. The difference 
now is the fair market concept 
as applied to federal, local and 
state governments. 

Both the disposal of the 260 
acres already declared surplus 
and the creation of the new study 
are being accomplished under 
President Reagan’s executive or¬ 
der 12348 (dated February 25, 
1982), setting up the Federal 
Property Review Board to screen 
available federal lands for sale. 
The action was taken in the hope 
that proceeds would help reduce 
the federal deficit. 

According to a GSA spokes¬ 
man, BARC was tapped for the 
latest survey because the center 
is in “a viable market area and 
deemed to have significant prop¬ 
erty value.” Most of BARC's 
land is zoned Rural Residential 
(2 units per acre) and O-S (one 
lot per five acres). However, if 
the Federal government conveys 
BARC land to another party then 
the property will be reclassified 
to O-S. Within six months after 
a conveyance, the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission must recom¬ 
mend to the District Council 
(Prince Georges County Council) 
a zoning plan and map for the 
land. 

The two-person GSA survey 
team will need about 30 days 
to determine whether BARC has 
more acreage than it needs to 
carry out its mission. The team's 
findings will he sent to the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for com¬ 
ments and, if there is agreement, 
it will be passed on to the Prop¬ 
erty Review Board. All reports 
will also be sent for review to 
GSA's Central office in Atlanta.

IT'S THE LAW IN GREENBELT 

Sec. 11-4 Emergency and temporary control of traffic or 
parking 

The city manager may at times of emergency or 
temporary situations, including stow storms, maintenance 
and repair of roadways, curbing, walkways, parking 
shoulders and parking areas, and at times of parades, tree 
spraying, etc., temporarily erect or cause to be erected 
signs or other control devices to warn or guide traffic. 
Also, the city manager may temporarily restrict parking 
of automobiles, trucks or any other motor vehicles on any 
public right-of-way or parking area by placing “No 
Parking” signs, indicating the limited period of restric¬ 
tion, along the right-of-way or parking area. The signs 
declaring the temporary “No Parking” restrictions shall 
be placed in locations visible to motorists and owners of 
the vehicles at least twelve hours before the restriction 
becomes effective. (Ord. No. 681, § 4.) 

Vehicles in violation of this section may be towed 
away and impounded in a vehicle storage area as author¬ 
ized by Sec. 11-14.
